Anthony Horneck, D. D. 


HIS excellent Man was born * « anns 
_ _ at Baccharach},in the Lower Pa- 16+"- : 
iatinate, a Town from whence we re- og om 6 
ccive a Winethat from the place bears hint, from 
the ſame Name amongſt us. His Fa- 3*<&piz- 
ther was Recorder or Secretary of that Miſfon's 
place; a very ſtri&t Proteſtant, and a 7--v. Im. 
Perſon of great Reputation-. The Do- neon: 2 
Qtor was allo bred up in the ſame Pro- 
feſſion from the beginning : He never 
was of rhe Church of Rome, as hath 
been falſly reported of him. His Fa- 
ther devoted him for the holy M'ni- 
ſtry from the womb, and was nor- 
wanting to give him ſuch an Edycati- 
on as might fit him. for that Sacred Of- - 
fice. He was firſt ſent to Heidelbergh, 
. where he applied himſelf wich great 
diligence to the ſtudy of Divinity, un- 
der the direion and care of the very 
earned Dr. Spanheim, who is now the 
primary ProfeſTor of the.Univerſity of 
. Leyden. : G1" 0 
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He had, it_ appears ,..a great deſire 
to come over into England ; I cannot 
1 | tell what it was that moved him: 'tis 
BE - certain his Father inclined not to it. 
However to Ergland. he came, not 
without his Father's conſent. He was 
about 19 years of age when be. firſt 
came over. He, was then very emi- 
nent not onely for his Learning, but 
for his great Piety alſo. He who 
taught him the Eng/iſþ Tongue, does 
profeſs, that he never ſaw a young 
man ſo exemplary .fof Piety as this 
young man was. | 

He was entred into (2weer's College 
in Oxford, Dec. 24. 1663. and was in 
very greatelteem there with Dr. Bar- 
low, then Provoſt of that Houſe, and 
ſince. Biſhop of Lincoln, who valued 
him highly for his great Learning, and 
more particularly for his good skill in 
the Eaſtern Languages. He was, by 
his favour, made Chaplain of the faid 
College ſoon after his Entrance.. He : 
was incorporated Maſter of Arts from 
the Univerſity of Witrembergh, Dec.2x. | *

His i Fame grew exceedingly, and 
very 'many were his conſtant Audi- 
rors, / fome-of ithe' higheſt: Rank and 
Quality; and a-very. great--number of 
vety :devout and pious: Perſons. A 
vaſt Crowd there was that” followed 
him, and'[fuch+a | colteion” of 'moſt 
devoar'iand conformable Perſons as 
were hardly:to be found: cMewhere ; 
it was no caſie. matter. 'to get through 
the Crowd'to-the Pulpit. ' | 
> He '\adminiftred'/the Holy Commu- 
nion” on the” firſt Sunday of every 
Month, and preached a Preparation- 
Sermon on the Friday-preceding. - He 
did it alfo: on. the great'Feſtivals. He 
adminiftred it twice on a day; in'the 
Morniog at eight a Clock, and 'at' the 
uſual time .afrer the Morning'Sermon. 
Thenumber otrheCommuinicants held 
z great proportion to thar-of his At 
ditors,- and their Devorion.was-very 
exemplary. The numberwasſp great 
at both times; 'that' ir will hardly be 
believed .by: thoſe Clergymen” who 
have. been confined tothe; Country, 
and have feen the ſmall: number of

and fo great. ſigns -of Devation, and a

_ caſions, but-he was encouraged to: do 
fo from the great ſucceſs. his Labours

love and; good: works; . 

He took great pains alſo in his own 
Family. ;: He ſpent very much time © |

Maſter &f a Fatnily. ''No Wearimels, 
no weighty Buſineſs abroad, excuſed 
him from the diſcharpe' of licks Du- 
tics. | Nor did he perform therti/flighe- 
ly and perfunRorily, but: ſpeay very 
much 'time in them'; he was very -af- 
fiduous, 'very earneft und velicinicnr, 
and ſhewed a very great coneerirand 
ardor therein. © 'He- would riſe early 
in a Morning 'to theſe Exetelſes, *tind 
not fparechis pains-even-after-the''ve- 
ry great -and' weariſor1dbours:of the

Nor did-he forbear *his-Studies ant] 
Cloſet-Devorions.- He ſpent | much 
time there. It appears by a'Diary

It 
he had done anygood'that dayJhe gave 
God the praiſe-ob it before he'ſkepti And 
few-inen' that” lived paſſed fewer days 
on.

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(if he.paſled any- ſuch) without do- 
ng good... But when any Words or 
Thoughts eſcaped, . which he judged 
to have,wanted due care, he animad- 
verted upon himſelf ina ſevere man- 
ner, before-he went'to reſt. He was 
one of che kindeſt men to others that 
ever lived;: and one.of- the ſevereſt to 
himſelf... He needed no. Confeſlar to 
call- him, to account, or. to enjoyn 
him any,-Penance. - He did not ſpare 
- revenge .upon- himſelf, who could 
moſt eaſily ' forgive his Enemies, and 
wanted'no.compaſſjon -for the greateſt 
Criminals, ' He kept a continual watch 
over his own Soul, and ſtritly watch- 
ed over its aRings, and tendencies, 
and was therefore very - fit to watch 
over thoſe. who were committed to 
his Charge. 

Beſides the conſtant. care: that was 
upon him from his Pariſh, his Family, 
his Cloſet. and Studies, he imployed 
himſelf in doing good to thole who 
were more. remote. He encouraged 
Picty where-ever he came, and. par- 
ticularly in the younger ſort. He had 

_ thecare of ſeveral Societies: of Young 
Men, whom he dire&ed and-encou- 
raged. And becauſe this matter _

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been miſunderſtood, and that to my 


tempt, fince this Revolution, to black- 
en the Door on this account, I ſhall 
repreſent the matter.juſt as it was. 

Certain it is that there were ſome 
Societies of religious and devout Young 
Men under the Doctor's Government 
and Inſpe&tion. But whether the Do- 
Aor did move theſe Young Men at 
firſt to enter into ſuch Societies, or 
whether they firſt applied to him, and 
he only gave them Rules to govern 
themſelves bv, 1 am not able to de- 
termine. Thus much is certain, that 
he gave them Rules, and they were 
theſe that follow. | 


I. That all that entered into ſuch a 
Society ſhould reſolve upon an holy and 
ſerious Life. | 

II. That no perſon ſhall be admitted 
into this Soczety till he arrive at the 
age of Sixteen, and hath been firſt 
confirmed by the Biſhop, and ſolemnly 
taken on himſelf his Baptiſmal Yow. 

Wl. That they chuſe a Miniſter of the 
Church of England to diref them. 


FY: That 
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LV.. That they ſpall -yot be allowed in 
their meetings to diſcourſe of any con- 
- troverted point of Divinity. 

V. Neither ſhall they diſcourſe of 
the Government of Church or State. _ 

VI. That in their meetings they uſe 
uo Prayers but thoſe of the Church, ſuch 
as the Litany and -Colletts, and other 
preſcribed Prayers; but ſtill they. ſhall 
not uſe any that peculiarly belongs to the 
Miniſter, as the Abſolution. 

VII. That the Miniſter whom they 
chuſe ſhall dire what praftical Divini- 
ty ſhall be read at theſe meetings. 

VIII. That they may have liberty, 
after Prayer and Reading, to fing a 
Pſalm. 

. IX. That after all is done, if there 
be time left, they may diſcourſe each o- 
ther about their ſpiritual concerns ; but 
this ſhall not be a ſtanding Exerciſe , 
which.any ſhall be obliged to attend. un- 
to. 
X. That one day in the Week be ap- 
pointed for this meeting, for ſuch as 
cannot come- on the Lord s Day ; and 
that he thit abſents himſelf without 
cauſe ſhall pay three Pence to the Box. 

Xi. Ewvery time they meet, everyone 
ſhall give fix Pence to the Box. |

XVIII. The following Rules are more 
eſpecially ro be commended to the Mem- 
bers of this Society, viz. To love 'one 
another : When. reviled, not to revile 
again : To- ſpeak evil of no man: To 
wrong no man: To pray, if poſſible, ſe- 
ven times a day: To keep cloſe to the 
Church of England:: To tranſatt all 
things peaceably and gently : To be help-

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fall to each other) To uſe themſelves to 
holy Thoughts in their coming. ' in and 
going out : To examine themſelves eve- 
ry night : Togive every one their due : 
To obey Superiors 'both Spiritual and 
Temporal. | 


This is the ſubſtance of what the 
Dodtor direfted on this occaſion. I 
did many years ago. lay theſe things 
before a very great and worthy Pre- 
late, (who is now living) to whom 
I thought it was highly fit that they 
ſhould be communicated. - I adviſed 
with him upon the whole matter. And 
the occaſion was this: There was a 
certain number of Young Men, who 
were defirous to make ſuch a So- 
ciety, and to be concluded by theſe 
Orders. They applied to a Miniſter 
in Londoz to take upon ' him the In- 
ſpeRion and Care of them. 1 was 
concern'd for that Miniſter, and there- 
upan laid the whole. caſe before that 
Prelate. He was clearly of. opinion 
that the Young Men were not :to be 
diſcouraged, and that it was beſt:ro 
take care of them, and ſecure that 
zeal which they expreſled,.in the right 
Channel; he was well poem ro 
cave 


leave them - to the: care and manage= 
ment of a Minifter:of the Church of- 
England.” Upon whichencouragement 

y. were: admitted; :: That time in 
which this:Prelate was confulted, : was 
not over favourable; to any kind of 
Religious Meetings.” | And: yet the 
DoQtor had the hard .meafure. ro be 
cenſured very ſeverely; :even-fince 
this happy Revolution, . upon this:ac- 
count. Endeavours were uſed to:be- 
get an ill opinion of him in the late 
Archbiſhop, and'in others. But upon 
due Information, the Archbiſhop was 


intirely ſatisfied, and was a true Friend . 


td the Door to the laſt. Tt 

The Door had fo much buſineſs 
generally upon his hands, that he'had 
hardly time to cat his Meat. He was 
often ſent for to fick and'dying Peo+ 
ple', frequently -confulted by thoſe 
who were doubtful and ſcrupulous; 
and addrefſed to with Caſes of Conſci- 
ence; and ſometimes: with Caſes that 
werevery extraordinary, He was al- 
ſo beyond all meaſure [followed by 
the Poor and Needy; by them that 
wanted Maney, or wanted his favour 
to procure them ſome: Boon or other. 
He wasextremely prone to do —_— 
pl Ces z 
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fices ;.'this was well known, [and it fa- 
red with him accordingly. . - 

But in the late. Reign his'lehour 
was much encreaſed. - Great- endea- 
vours were uſed tointroduce- —_ 
and. to delude the poor People. 
man was rhore ſtont and diligent Poe 
the Doctar atthat time. He preach- 
ed 'moſt vigorouſly-againſt that | cor- 
rupt:Dodtrine, , prepared his Auditors 
2gaioſt the day of trial, and was pre- 
pared (I doubt not) for Martyrdom 
himſelf "Tis very well known that 
he declined :no labour, ſhunn'd no 
Conference with .the Popiſh Prieſts, 
omitted not . what was in his: power 
todo to ſtemm the Tide. Theet-are 
thoſe living, ofthe greateſt figare and 
character, who very well know! the 
truth of this. matter. 

But thanks be to God, the fear of 
Popery vaniſh'd upon his preſent Ma- 
 jeſtys coming to the Crown. But 
chen the Doctor had another. tryal. 
His Maintenance at. the Savoy was but 
{mall, and in great meaſure: precari- 


ous. And yet was that all his Prefer>. 


ment, excefting a Prebend of the 
Church of Exeter of but 20 1. per an 
nam, Without any Corps: Semwag 
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to. It, _ it was really much leſs 
than, Fang ges. deducted. , This 
was: all his Pre LABea at that time, 
and for ſome conſiderable time after. 
had not any houſe to live in, but 
what he hired at: a conſiderable rate. 
He had himſelf, a Wiſe, and four:Chil- 
FAR to maintain ;.,and his Ghildren 
ar.grown,, that they required now 
Aa; more chargeable Maintenance than 
formerly,:. His Maintenance was ver 
little. Thoſe who formerly Comery 
buted: withdrew their kindneſs,  be- 
cauſe he ſubmitted ro the preſent Go- 
vernment. He loſt, very conſidera- 
bly that way. This I had from his 
own. Mouth. But yet I cannot ſay 
he complained of it.. I confeſs I ne- 
heard. him complain but once, and 
that was a little before. his laft Sick- 
nels, and then he complained- that 
he wanted Money togive to rhe Poor. 
The Poor did in great numbers reſort 
to. him at that time; he gave of 
his own little a very great proporti- 
on,. and perhaps ſomething more than 
might ſeem, conſiſtent with what was 


awing to his own: Family. But he 
;had- a generous Soul, and knew not 
OW to deny him that asked. The 
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words of our Saviour, Give to every 
one that asketh thee, "made a great im- 
preſſion upon his Mind : I found'up- 
on diſcourſe with him, that he was 
ſo very much under the power of thoſe 
words , that he thought he couJd 
hardly be at liberty even'from a cot 
mon Begpgar: And ſometime I have 
taken occaſion todiſcourſe him on that 
ſubje& ; but I ſhall not trouble the 
Reader with any thing farther in that 
"matter. | , _ 
In theſe mean circumſtances hecon- 
tinued for ſeveral years after the late 
Revolution. But he went on 'in his 
'Iabours, and chearfully purſued 'the 
great end of his Miniſtry, and the pur- 

poſe for which he was ſent into the 

World. It pleaſed God to raiſe up a 
friend who concerned himſelf on his 
behalf. It was the Lord Admiral Raſ- 
ſel, now the Right: Honourable the 

Earl of Orford.” He, before he went 

to-Sea, went to the Queen to' take 

leave of her Majeſty, and when'he 
was with her, begged 'of her that-'ſhe 
would be pleaſed to beſtow ſome Pre- 
' ferment-on Dr. Zorneck. The Queen 
told him that ſhe could not at preſent 
think of any way of preferring the 
ve te Docter, 
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Doctor, and with»this anſwer the Ad- 
miral-was diſmiſſed. Sometime after 
this, the Queer-told what had [paſſed 
on. this : occaſion to: the late Archbi- 
ſhop. She added withal, that ſhe was 
concerned, leſt the Admiral - ſhould 
think: her too unconcerned on the Do- 
Qtor's behalf, and: adviſed with -him 
what was to be:done-for the Doctor's 
advantape, and-fatisfaction of the Ad- 
miral. The Archbiſhop adviſed the 
Queen to promiſe, him-the. next: Pre- 
bend of Weſtminſter that ſhould 'hap- 
pen; to become:void... This the Qneen 
did, and lived to make her word good 
in the year 1693. The late Arch- 
biſhop upon notice that the Prebend 
was void, introduced: the Doctor. to 
the Queen, and | he : was made .Pre- 


bendary. of that Church: - I had this 


relation from the late Archbiſhop. And 
I mention. thatnoble Lord, who ſpake 


tothe Queen on the Dottor's behalf, 


with .al{-rhe honour imaginable... - In- 


-deed:thar noble;Family;.che Duke of 
Bedford, and his noble Relatives, had

ought ,inor-to beforgotten in-. this 


Place; b haveoften heard: the Dadtar 


mention.them:; with reſpec. \, £6511 
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He was now /in'eafier circumftari- 
ces, .and provided of an Houſe;/and at 
a ſmall | diſtance from his People, of 
whom he took the'very fame care 
which: he did before. He: preached 
very conſtantly among them, -and 
cifcharged: other Miniſterial duties as 
before! He kept: in: his hands ſome 
partof the Houſe he formerly lived'in, 
and was conſtantly there a day br:two 
in a Week, (beſides his other occafi- 
onal times) on purpoſe to atrend up- 
on thoſe poor, and afflited, and ſcru- 
pulous Peoplethat reſorted thither for 
help and advice.

His Prebend of Exeter lying at a 
great diſtance from him, he expreſſed 
an inclination toreſign it, -and he did 
ſothe next year.  'Fhe preſent Biſhop 
of Bath and Wells had a ſmall Pre- 
bend. which that: year. became void, 
little better as tothe annual Rentthan 
that of Exeter,.butthen it had a Corps 
of ſome value, and two lives were 
-gone. ' It required no Reſidence, arid 
1f it had, it was much-nearer to-him 
than Exeters.' The Biſhop made'him 
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an offer of it, hoping: that' he might

of his, he happened to meer with the 


Leſke of the:-Corps, from whom alone 
bs; might expect: a Fine. | Inftead- of 
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minding his own gain, and addrefling 
to the: Lefſee with art and compla- 
fance, inorder to make a worldly'ad- 
vantape, he plainly: reproved the Lef- 
ſee of Immorality ; which others were 
prone enough to ſpread abroad, but 
perhaps no other had the courage to 
reprove. He choſe rather to loſe his 
Fine (as he did) than omit his Du- 
ty. | 
Upon this occaſion I cannot but 
add, that he had in great meaſure the 
Spirit and Courage of Joh» the Baptift, 
He durſt reprove'a/great Man ; 'and 
perhaps that- man lived not” that was 
more conſcientious in-this matter: I 
very well knew a great Man, and Peer 
ofrhe Realm, fromwhom he had juſt 
expeQations of Preferment ; but this 
: was (o far from ſtopping his Mouth, 
that he reproved-himto his Face ;/and 
that"too in a matter that few men be- 
ſides would have adventured on.

. A faithfull Reprover is a very great 
help-in our: Chriſtian Courſe. He is 
to be valued 'above the greateſt" trea- 
fare. He that would be ſafe (fays one 
of the Ancients) muſt have a faithful 
Friend, or a bitter Enemy, that 'he 
may fly from Vice by the Monitions 
of the one, -or Invedives of 'the other.

I 
convine'd him abundantly of therruth 
of what I obſerved of him. © He was 
ſenſible of it, and ſeem'd very incli- 
nable to- retire from the multiplicity 
of buſineſs with which he was almoſt 


overwhelm d. He went on in his ac- 


cuſtomed labours to Chriſtmas, 1696. 
Then his work: increaſed -upon him, 
and whereas. other - men's labours are 
then intermitted, his were avgmen- 
ted. For at that time he: had more 
frequent Communions, beſides an in- 
credible namber of Applications from 
poor People, who then expect relief 
and alliſtance ; which gave him prear 
diverſiati'and- trouble. He neverthe- 
leſs went through all this' labour and 
trouble, with as great chearſtineſs as 
was poſſible. ''But not! Jong 'afrer 1 
found a plain alteration in bm forthe 
worſe. ' 'On the 23d of 'apzary I was 
much coticern'd for him: *He'was to 
preach-rhe-next- day ar'the Savoy, and 
I was of -opinion that it'was-not” fafe 
for him'to do it; I'was'very'carneſt 
with him to :#pare-himfelt- tat day, 
Q but. 
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but could,, not-prevail.. He 'preached 
there, and it was the laſt Sermon that 
he: preached. : In the.Eveningl found 
him (to. my. great, ſorrow): in [great 
diſorder. \ From that: time his illneſs 
encrealed upon :him.. - His Urine up= 
on the matter totally topped; he was 
in pain, : and greatly .indiſpoſed all that 
Week. And; yet when.l- ask'd him 
(which I frequently did). if. ; he were 
not in great patio, all- the anſwer that 
T could get from him ' was, -that he 
pain he felt was tolerable. There was 
nothing wanting that could be thought 
of towards giving him eaſe. . The a- 
bleſt Phyſicians were, confulted, and 
they conſulted, and adviſed upon his 
caſe, and-attended him with great di- 
ligence and tenderneſs, but. without 
ſucceſs. , Qn Sunday Morning, Fan 
ary 31ſt, he: was worſe than ever he 
had been, inſomuch that thoſe'about 
him thought him dying about eleven 


inthe Morning. I was then at We/t- 


minfter: Abbey, and was ſent for out of 
the Church topray with him. ] found 


him very. ſenſible. 1; ,asked him, if 


he. were, ſenſible that, he was. dying, 
he replied thag he was. ..I ashed him 


if he were allo. reſigned, and. willing

14,'15 ; arid whether+ or” fot he 
found himlelf "delivered from (all rhe 
ſaviſh fear of death, he replied very 
quick, looking vp' to Heaven, ' that 
he was delivered” from ' that” fear. 
He. was in 'an' excellent frame, and 
Joyned withthe. Prayers -Which the 
'Church + appoints on ſuch 'occaſions, 
'with great expreſſions of Devotion. 
Sometime after this, 1 found him 
delirous, and not long after ſpeech- 
leſs. After ſome few hours Groans he 
expired, vzz, at Eight a Clock that E- 
vening, being then about the 56th 
year of his Age *.

Of which matter could fay 
more than I think'is convenient, for 
me'to be particular in. In truth he 
had the Spirit of the Ancient Prophets, 
and- of the Holy Confeſſours of the 
Primitive Church. [A Man that con- 
verſed with him much, wou'd be fure 
to hear of it if he did amiſs. He was 
far from ſlander and detraQtion, from 
that /»gra tertia, as it is called among 
the' Hebrews, which does three mil- 
chiefs at once, vzz.' to the ſpeaker, to 
the hearer, and to the ſlanderer. There 
zs that ſpeaketh like the piercings of a 
ſword, But the tougue of the wiſe is 
health, Prov. XII. 18. He had the 
perfe&t- maſtery of this member, and 
-uſed- it to the benefit of his Brother. 
I'i never knew any Man' living that 
was:more ſtout than this good man in 
reproving Vice, and in appearing for 
the Truth; never any Man that was 
farther removed from flattery, and 


-dawbing. 


'He was a Friend of 4 thouſand. He 


_ *made little ſhew, and was ſparing in

his profeflion of; kindneſs. But when 
he had occaſion to ſerve his. fried, 
he was very induſtrious to do it, and 
'did not think much of pains and, la- 
bour therein. There are multitudes 
[now alive that can atteſt this. ..... 
- He was temperate to the. greateſt 
degree, I had almoſt faid to. a © fault. 
{fave often fcared. that, conſidering 
| his great and conſtant labours, .he 
hardly gave himſelf that refreſhment 
which was fit. He drank very littleWine 
at any time, and in the latter part, of 
his Life he did. upon . the. matter 
+ wholly forbear it. He had bene mora- 
tum ventrem, as Seneca phraſcth it, a 
Stomach that was well nurtured, not nice 
or curious; 1t received the meaneſt 
"Proviſion contentedly. After the. fa- 
tigue and labour of the day, he would 
ſup with an Apple or two, with a 
little Bread, and ſmall Ale or Milk- 
Water. This he would receive. with 
great thankfulneſs. to God, and. great 
chearfulneſs among his Domelticks, 
He was very thankfull to God for a 
Morſel of Bread, and received , the 
meaneſt Proviſion with the greateſt 
expreſſions of | Gratitude. And ;yet 
when he' entertained his Friends, he 
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did it liberally. Hei was always-leaſt 
concerned for himſelf in theſe things. 


He very much deny d himſelf, but to 


others he was liberal and open-hand- 
ed; and rather than the Poor ſhould 
want Bread, he would faſt himſelf. 
He led an Aſcetick Life, kept under 
his Body, and withgreat induſtry ad- 
vanced in Holineſs, and a Life that 
was ſpiritual and heavenly. 

For his Contempt of this lower 


World he hath given ſufficient proof. 


He deſpiſed both the ſides or appear- 
ances of it, I mean the Smiles and 
Frowns of it. It is well known, that 
when he lived with the Duke of A4/- 
bemarle, he might very eaſily have 
made his Fortunes, as we uſually ex- 
preſs it. Had he made his Court, he 
could not have failed, But inſtead of 
that, he minded his . charge, and the 
duty of his place. - He minded the 
heavenly Kingdom, and the doing 
good to Souls, He would often ſpeak 
very contemptibly of Riches, and de- 
clare that the whole defign of the- 
Chriſtian Doctrine tended to bring 
contempt upon Wealth and great Plen- 
ty; He was of opinion, that Riches 
were (as a great man hath it) zmpe- 
by C 3 dimenta 
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dimenta-virtutisg' 1. 6. the impediments 
of virtue ; 4nd; that a man could ne» 
ver arrive to any great pitel ofvirtue; 
but.he muſt be aut paper, aut. panpert 
fimilis, 1. e. either poor, 'or like: him 
that is poor, as Seneca hath. it. 

He likewiſe deſpiſed the Frowns of 
the World. He met with ſore affliti= 
ons. 'The loſs of a confiderable part 
of his worldly eſtate at once, Ireckon 
the leaſt of them. I do not remem- 
ber. that ever I heard him once com- 
plain, but have often heard him give 
ſolemn thanks to God for his good- 
neſs. Some of his Friends wouldſome- 
times ſpeak their Reſentment before 
him, becauſe he was not better pre- 
ferred. But he would never ſide with 
them; he diverted the diſcourſe, or 
ſtopt it, by ſaying, 7 ſhall never want, 

He was'a moſt humble and hea» 
venly Chriſtian ; of great patience and 
reſignation to the will of God; a moſt 
mortified man to the World, and to 
all the Glory and Pageantry of it. He 
led an innocent and inoffenſive, and 
a moſt uſefull Life. He ſpent his 
hours well, and lived many years in 
a preparation for Death and Judgment. 
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* Ohe'thing muſt not be. forgotten, 
anFrhat was his great Meckneſs under 
loquies and Reproaches, his.great 
exemplarinefs in forgiving Enemies. 
 T'may perhaps be ſuppoſed that he 
hi#no Enemies,” and it will eaſily be 
ranted, that he could deſerve none. 
bt-chey do not know this world, that 
think - intiocence and uſefulneſs will 
prored any man'againſt Malice, En- 
vy,- and Ill-will.

Socrates, what courſe he ſhould take to 
avoid .Envy,. Socrates replied, vive ut 
Therfites, i.e. live like Therfites. Had he 
lived a ſoft and trifling lite, he might 
have avoided it eaſily : Bur he did his 
duty with great exactneſs, and that 
was the occaſion of Erivy. The old 
Monk, that was asked by a young 
one how he might paſs eaſily and qui- 
etly through rhe wor'd, told him, 3s 
 one'rule, 'rhat he ſhould fungi officio 
tatiter qualiter, i. e. That he ſhould 
not be exatt in doing his duty, but de 
zt (as we ay.) ſo, ſo The DoQof 
could not live like Therfites, he could 
Cc 4 not 
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not do his Maſters work negligently, } 
and as this drew many -followers and | 
admirersafter him, fo it did Envy al» 
ſo. The truth of the caſe isthis. . His, 
exemplaryLife was a ſtanding reproach 
upon thoſe who were negligent, and 
always trudging after Preferment and 
Wealth. That ſome of the worſt 
ſhould endeavour to blacken him, hath 
nothing ſtrange in it at all. This I 
am very certain of, that the Clergy of 
the greateſt name, and the moſt con- 
ſpicuous for Vertue and good Learn- 
ing, had a very great opinion of. him, 
He forgave his Enemies, andIcould 
never find him in the leaſt diſturbed 
on that account. | 
He wrote ſeveral Books which he 
publiſhed ; a Catalogue of them will 
follow the cloſe of theſe Papers. He 
left alſo many excellent Sermons in 
MSS. upon the moſt: weighty Sub- 
jeas ; particularly upon our Bleſſed 
Saviour's Sermon on the Mount, one 
Volume of which is herewith Printed ;

This good 
man had no greater aim_ than to. do

He lives and will live for ever; and 
ow that he is withdrawn out of our ſight, 
he will more than ever continue in the 
Remembrance and Diſcourſes of Men.
